WASHINGTON, July 31—The seven alleged Nazi sabo­ 
teurs today lost in their effort to escape jurisdiction of Presi- 
"»* Sent Roosevelt’s military commission by appeal to the Supreme 
Court. 
Chief Justice Stone announced that the court denied the 
prisoners' motion to file writs of habeas corpus. 
Only seven of the eight accused saboteurs sought the writ, 
r The court’s opinion found: 
I.—That the charges preferred against petitioners on which they 
are being tried by a military commission appointed by the order of 
the President July 2, 1942, allege an offense or offenses which the 
President I 
authorized to order tried before a military commission. 
”2.—That the military commission was constituted lawfully. 
“3.—That petitioners are held in lawful custody, for trial before 
V th* military commission, and have not shown cause for being dis­ 
charged by writ of habeas corpus.” 
The opinion then said: 
"The motions for leave to file petitions for writ of habeas corpus 
are denied. 
"Tbs orders of the district court are affirmed. The mandatee are 
directed to issue forthwith.” 
The court’s announcement ex­ 
plained: 
‘T he court fully has considered 
tbs questions raised in these cases 
jmd thoroughly argued at the bar 
’mid has reached its conclusion 
upon them. 
"It now announces Its decision 
end enters Its judgment in each 
case, in advance of the prepara­ 
tion of a full opinion which neces­ 
sarily will require a considerable 
period of time for Its preparation 
and which, when prepared, will be 
filed with the clerk.”

British Military Quarters Assert ‘There’s Little Doubt 
They Are Planning To Attack’ From Manchukuo; . 


Allied Second Front Talk Is Continued

British military quarters declared today that Japan has massed 
nearly 400,000 troops in Manchukuo opposite the 1,000-mile Soviet 
frontier and said "there is little doubt they are planning to attack.” 
These quarters predicted that the Japanese will make at least 
three drives in an attempt to isolate the Siberian port of Vladivostok, 
which lies only 700 miles across^ 
the Sea of Japan from Tokyo. 
"August and September are the 
best months for campaigning In 
that area,” the source said, “and 
the Japanese inactivity in all other 
spheres except the North Pacific 
indicates Siberia is their objective 
for the last half of 1942.” 
Meanwhile, the arrival in London 
of four high-ranking U. S. army air 
force officers, coupled 'With the 
debarkation of a big new contin 
gent of Canadian troops in the 
British Isles, stirred fresh specular 
tlon that an Allied invasion of 
western Europe may be near, 
Soviet Ambassador Ivan Maisky 
was reported to have told a closed 
session of parliament that the time 
has come for the Allies to open a 
second front; moreover, Sir Staf­ 
ford Cripps, Prime Minister Church­ 
ill’s spokesman in the house of 
commons, asserted yesterday that 
Britain has military "intentions.” 
which, however, he refused to dis* 
close. 
The London Telegraph comment­ 
ed editorially: 
"When even the village idiot can 
see that an Allied invasion must be

Thousands of soldiers and hun­ 
dreds of air force ground crews 
arrived In the big new Canadian 
overseas contingent, with tankmen 
predominating.

The Gerafcbn night attacks were 
centered largely on the industrial 
Midlands.

Eight of the raiders were shot 
down by British defenses and a 
ninth was destroyed over its base 
in Occupied France by an R.A.F.

‘Die, But Don't Retreat!* Slogan Helps 
Soviet Armies To Rally; Invaders 
In Red Uniforms Wiped Out

Armored trains of the Red army rolled into the shell* 
torn steppes of the Don bend todsy, bringing np fresh rein* 
forcements for the defenders who slready hsd reported check* 
mg the Qermsn onslaught west of Stalingrad. 
The new troops were rushed straightway Into the battle 
which has raged for a week in the great loop of the Don, front 
dispatches said. 
Rallying Soviet armies have as their slogan: 
"Die, but don’t retreat!” 
But while the R u s sia n s are Bald to be bolding tbs Nasi advance, 
even thrusting it back at some points, the situation below Rostov con­ 
tinues extremely grave, with th* Germans admittedly still able to 
roll on at points south of the Don. 
A bulletin from Adolf Hitler’s field headquarters declared that 
German, Rumanian and Slovak troops driving toward the Caucasus 
oil fields already hav* thrust spearheads 112 miles below the Don and 
the Russians acknowledged German advances In this theater. 
The Nail command said that fighting i§ in progress for the town * 
of Salek, a junction on th* last major rail line from tbs Caucasus to 
Stalingrad IOO mile* southeast of Rostov, and that Axis troops have 
swept across the Don on a 150-mile front 
German speed troops and advanced infantry divisions wert pictured 
by th* Nail command aa closely pursuing the Russian* and preventing 
further retreat at several point* by outstripping th* "disorganised 
fugitives”.

Upper Crust 
T H E most im portant man In the United States 
* 
right now la an assembler in a shipyard. Ninety- 
four are needed for every one who can be found. 
An assembler, it may be argued, is more im portant 
than the manager of the shipyard, because there 
probably are enough assistant managers to supply 
that market. He is more Important than a million­ 
aire, a radio star, or a senator. 
He is, in short, a member of the upper crust In 
the United States a t this moment. Also in the crust, 
according to Paul V. McNutt, chairman of the war 
manpower commission, are approximately 180 other 
crafta and trades acutely needed at the moment— 
aircraft riveters, coll winders, crane riggers, arm a­ 
ture winders—all the multitudinous special skills 
that keep an industrial economy in motion. Draft 
boards are asked to give special consideration to all 
persons who can do these Jobs, on the theory that j 
they are more im portant working at their trade 
than they could be learning how to fight. 
Once more, as happened when the first occupa­ 
tional questionnaires were circulated, the man who 
would have to take his place in the production setup

UT a serious question arises 
when war plans are examined 
publicly, even In supposedly gen­ 
eral terms by those who, even if 
they do not publish it, have more 
military 
information 
than 
they 
mean to disclose. 
For they cannot really be sure 
w hether or not they have disclosed 
it to the highly-trained eye of the 
enemy Intelligence. We m ust re 
member that a million readers, and 
the writer himself, may see noth 
ing in what is written, but all that 
m atters is what one intelligence 
officer may see in it. One intent 
gence officer is enough for the 
purposes of the enemy. 
The problem of concealing an 
operation and its true intent is a 
m atter of the deepest concern to 
every commander. The Japanese 
solved the problem treacherously, 
but superlatively well in Decem­ 
ber, partly by achieving perfect 
secrecy in 
assembling the task 
force which struck Pearl Harbor, 
and partly by diverting our atten­ 
tion 
rather 
ostentatiously 
away 
from Hawaii and the Philippines 
to Indo-Chlna and Malaya. H itler 
occasionally, notably in Norway, 
has achieved surprise by tactical, 
though perhaps not by strategic, 
secrecy. 
But even In a totalitarian state 
perfect secrecy is not possible lf 
a great operation, as distinguished 
from a raid, is being prepared. In 
that event concealment is sought 
by confusion; that is, by making 
the military dispositions in such a 
way that there appear to be sev­ 
eral rAal choices, and then deliber­ 
ately 
to 
plant information 
and 
spread rumors which contain so 
many truths, half-truths, and false­ 
hoods that the enemy intelligence 
is reporting all manner of conflict­ 
ing evidence to its high command. 
H itler has used these devices be­ 
fore all his great campaigns and 
the Japanese have used it very ef­ 
fectively Indeed since the fall of 
Singapore in regard to Australia, 
Alaska, Siberia and India. 
Except for operations which are 
essentially raids involving a few 
men and small equipment th at can 
be prepared In complete secrecy, 
the only method of concealment 
for free and talkative countries 
like Britain and America would 
seem to be to create confusion.

150,000 steelworkers a 44-cent daily 
wage boost.

down a formula that steelworkers 
deserved a 15 percent pay boost 
because the cost of living increased 
15 percent ainee January, 1941. 
Moat im portant question left un­ 
answered by the decision is: Will 
the 15 percent increase be applied 
generally in all future wage dis­ 
pute! certified to the W ar Labor 
Board? 
The board has Indicated that all 
cases will be considered individu­ 
ally, and that no blanket formula 
will be applied. 
However, from a practical stand­ 
point, it will be difficult to dis­ 
count that decision in adjudicating 
future wage disputes as the 15 
percent living cost increase is gen­ 
eral over the whole country in in­ 
dustrial areas. 
Labor was quick to seize on this 
entering wedge for general wage 
increases. Philip Murray, CIO presi­ 
dent, announced that renegotiation 


of “Big 
Steel” wages, affecting 
400.000 more steelworkers, on the 
basis of the 15 percent boost, is 
contemplated. 
Consensus of the ablest analysts 
Is that organized labor generally 
will seek to ride the cost-of-living 
escalator under the formula laid 
down in the “Little Steel” case.

MUST adm it that my first reaction to the Broad­ 
way dim-out was a feeling of deep depression* 
but now th at I have become accustomed to it, I find 
that it is not without its attractions. I think It lends 
an eerie aspect to the big town streets that makes 
them more interesting than they were when biasing 
with lights. 
A horse player of my acquaintance presented an* 
other angle to me that I feel merits consideration in 
the event the question of making the dim-out per- 
manent comes up. He said that since the illum ina­ 
tion has been toned down thousands of ardent fol* 
lowers of the gee-gees are enabled to walk the streets 
after nightfall without fear of being seen from a 
distance by their bookmakers and chased to cover. 
About the only complaint I have heard c&me from 
a friend who claims that a dame who mistook him 
for her erring adored one leaped out of the shadows 
at 51st and Broadway on him the other night and 
gave him a terrible lambasting with a huge handbag 
loaded with those utensils characteristic of woman­ 
kind. 
I asked him why he did not run when attacked 
and he said well, be thought at first that it waa his 
own fair frill who can spot him a big head start aud 
outrun him and that by the time he observed that his 
assailant was a stranger he was too numb from the 
beating to move a muscle. 


A S against this hazard of possible surprise of our 
* * 
citizens by sored-up damsels, however, we have 
the distinct advantage to managers of prizefighters 
of being able to take their charges outdoors after a 
battle and pay them off in the dim-out. It Is a fine 
economic arrangem ent for the managers and I un­ 
derstand some cafe owners would like to hand their 
customers their tabs under similar circumstances. 
The dim-out is certainly not as ghastly as some of 
the horrified New Yorkers visiting other sections of 
the country narrate. They give the impression th at 
the city is wrapped in stygian darkness. In fact, 
after listening to big towners I encountered away 
from New York, I rather expected that situation on 
returning to M anhattan. I was assured that I would 
not know New York any more. 
I suppose the shock was tempered for me by, th# 
fact that the streets in the dim-out look ju st about 
the same aa they do under normal conditions along 
toward daybreak when the big lights are no longer 
blazing anyway. T hat is the way I have been seeing 
them for years so the difference was probably not 
as noticeable to me as to those addicted to earlier 
hours. 
The dim-out ought to satisfy the esthete* who 
have been squawking for years about the garishness 
of the firmer illumination. Broadway is now a study 
in soft shadows. I have an idea that it may la v e 
had a similar appearance in the gaslight era when 
there were no huge electric advertising signs and 
blazing marquees. I understand that some citizens 
are complaining th at the dim-out serves as a cover 
for vice and crime, especially in the side streets, 
but I have no statistics on that point. 
S 
OME of the side streets and the parks were not 
exactly havens of safety for pedestrians when 
the town waa lighted up like a Christm as tree. If 
vice and crime has increased over the illuminated 
era, a man better stay home o’ nights and get 
acquainted with his wife, if she is not afraid to go 
home in the dark. This dim-out may work out fine, 
after all. 
As you perhaps know, the idea of the dim-out Is 
partly to prevent ships a t sea being silhouetted 
against the background of the former vast illumina­ 
tion and partly to conserve power. It does not hide 
the city in complete darkness from above, below, 
forward or aft, but there is enough of the darkness 
to make New York the darkest city in the country 
after nightfall, bar one in total blackout.

HE truth about air raid wardens is coming out. 
Men continue to get the nod, but women h are 
what it takes to be a success.

In New York state, the civilian defense directer, 
Maj. Gen. William N. Haskell, admits that women 
have a "particular zeal and persistence" that gives 
them the edge. 
For one thing, they knew their neighborhoods in­ 
side out long before Pearl Harbor—right down to 
how many pillow cases the woman five houses up 
the street washed on Monday. They had the names 
and all the vital information filed away in their 
heads. 
The general didn’t mention that, but he did ex­ 
plain that women are on hand 24 hours a day. Any 
man who hangs out in the neighborhood 24 hours 
a day in times like these wouldn’t be much use in 
an air raid. Air raid w akening Is primarily a job 
of organizing neighborhood confidence and no job 
for a part-time worker. More vital information 
changes hands in 15 minutes over the fence on a 
wash day than a man could pump out of a neighbor 
in 15 weeks by air raid warden methods. 
Another thing against men is their instinctive 
timidity about all m atters connected wph defense 
of the home. It is the tigress that fights for the 
cubs. The tiger is off somewhere on the scene of a 
good thing. And it’s Momma who rises grimly from 
bed in the dead of night and stalks downstairs to 
frighten off the burglar—with Poppa right behind 
her because he’s afraid to stay alone iu the bed­ 
room. 
Besides, who is it that knows where everything 
is when the old man caa’t find it? Tliere'd be no time 
in an air raid for ber to tell him where everything 
is. After abe had told him where to find the hose 
and the ladder, she’d tell him to go sit down some­ 
where out of tile wajr tor heaven s sake and she d 
take charge. 
There’s one more reason why women would make 
better air raid wardens. One of the big things the 
warden is supposed to do is see that attics are 
tidied up in case of incendiary bombs whanging 
through the roof. This is a woman s job. Let the 
women in the neighborhood know that Mrs. Sniff- 
snoot was going to be their air raid warden and 
they’d be caught dead without their hair combed be­ 
fore they’d let that biddy see their attic in the mess 
it has been In tor the last eight years.

Sweeney not only is opposed vi­ 
gorously by Cleveland newspapers 
but by a delegation headed by Ray 
T. Miller, former mayor of Cleve 
land. 
Mayor Frank Lausche of Cleve­ 
land, not on the best of terms 
with the Miller organization, threw 
his support to Feighan. Sweeney 
virtually is fighting with his back 
to the wall. 
While Democratic Rep. Robert 
Crosser of the 21st (Cleveland) 
district also is defending his iso­ 
lationist record against organiza­ 
tion-indorsed John 
Gillespie, the 
fight against Crosser is less heat­ 
ed.

mistlc appraisals.” 
(The Germans have transferred 
yen divisions from France to 
Voronezh, he declared. 
(Also reviewing the Battle of 
Egypt, the Moscow News said it 
showed again “luck is no ally of 
ll Duce,” whose plan to Uke Alex­ 
andria has failed. 
(“Development of the campaign 
gives ground for assuming that the 
whole African affair is nothing but 
a German ruse to divert attention 
from the principal theater of hos­ 
tilities, the Soviet-German front, 
and from western European coun­ 
tries where a second front is ex­ 
pected to open,” the review said.) 
Now that is bold language, but 
we can’t dismiss It lightly, for we 
know that there may be sufficient 
Russian strength, or sufficient Ger­ 
man weakness, to bring about ex­ 
actly the result the general pre­ 
dicts. We mustn’t overlook that 
Hitler’s resources are on the wane, 
which is precisely the reason he 
Is seeking to break into the Cau­ 
casus now. 
Timoshenko finally appears to be 
throwing reserves into some of the 
hot spots along the line. Indica­ 
tions are that he still is keeping 
back large r e a v e s which can 
serve him in an emergency or for 


a counter-attack when the Germans 
are over-extended and tired. 
The Red marshal has been play­ 
ing a cool and daring game. His 
strategic withdrawal with such an 
extended line and over such a 
great depth has been carried out In 
a masterful manner. Only a great 
general could Juggle thus with 
disaster and not come a terrible 
cropper. 
The signs have been that Timo­ 
shenko has figured on delivering 
a heavy counter-blow at the right 
moment, presumably against Nazi 
Gen. Von Bock's left wing, which 
Is anchored near Voronezh.

Bonita is at loose ends, and bar 
brother Pershing is a “seeker 
Their father is a reasonably hard 
boiled and too successful business 
man, with the inevitable nervous

And their parents are In the 
Hendricks strain as well—Lincoln 
is lucky enough to have stumbled 
Into a lot of money, and too im 
practical to keep It without his 
eon's help.

i t j IT H TH E Increase of our grow- 
VV 
ing knowledge of the protec­ 
tive foods and the deficiency dis­ 
eases. the value of the use of liver 
in the diet becom es m ore and m ore 
apparent. 
The protective foods Include the 
vitam ins, som e cf the m inerals and 
quite a few others. T heir peculiar 
function is th at they are not used 
exactly as fuel or as tissue build­ 
ers, as m ost of our food Is, hut they 
perform a sort of regulatory func­ 
tion over the 'ab so rp tio n of the 
o th er foodstuffs and over th eir u til­ 
ization by the tissues. 
Tissue Actually Used 
T here ie no b e tte r illustration 
than th e now generally fam iliar 
action of liver In im proving the 
condition of the blood and helping 
anem ia. It does not do this because 
liver tissue actually en ters into 
the form ation of blood cells, but 
because it contains som e chem i­ 
cal which stim ulates the cells in 
th e bone m arrow w here blood Is 
form ed, to regular activity. 
As a 
com parative 
Instance, 
substance called nicotinic acid was 
found by researches conducted in 
1937 to be a necessary p art of the 
diet, although in very sm all quan­ 
tities, In order to preserve perfect 
health. W hen It Is not present, the 
skin becom es unhealthy and rough 
and scaly, and there Is som e dis­ 
turbance of digestion and som e­ 
tim es of the central nervous sys­ 
tem . 
Now it was further found, as in 
the case of liver, nicotinic acid 
does not actually en ter Into tissue 
building but, in the language of 
th e scientists, “ provides m aterial 
for the building of co-enzymes used 
in tissue m etabolism ” or, in plain 
words, it provides substances th at 
influence the cells to healthy ac­ 
tivity. It is like a boss on a con­ 
struction Job; the boss does not 
lay any of the bricks but he keeps 
the gang th at does lay the bricks 
pepped up 
Vitam in Factors 
In th e regular progress of the 
study of any of the vitam ins, the 
first step is to find th at such and 
such bodily deficiencies resu lt from 
the lack of the vitam in, and the 
second is to exam ine all the foods 
in the world to find out which ones 
contain the vitam in. And lo and 
behold, w hen the scientists w ent 
looking 
for nicotinic 
acid, 
liver 
led all the re st In concentrated 
am ounts of It. L iver contains about 
1.2 m illigram s of nicotinic acid per 
gram 
of dried 
substance, 
w hile 
w heat 
germ contains about 0.05 
and baker’s yeast, the n earest com ­ 
petito r to liver, about 0.5 m illi­ 
gram s. 
Along the sam e line, notice th a t 
vitam in D is found in m ost con­ 
cen trated form in cod liver oil. 
L ater it was discovered th a t nearly 
any fish liver contains vitam in D 
in high concentration and c ertain ­ 
ly anim al livers in general contain 
It to som e degree. 


Elemente In Liver 
W hy does liver contain so m any 
of these elem ents? Because the 
liver is the great storehouse of the 
body. T he substance in liver which 
helps blood building ii not form ed 
in the liver but In the w alls of the 
stom ach and is brought to the liver 
for storage and sent out to the 
bone m arrow day by day and hour 
by hour as needed. 
Likew ise w ith 
vitam in 
D. We 
all form vitam in D in the skin by 
the action of sunlight and it is c a r­ 
ried to the liver for storage. It is 
not formed there, but carried there 
from the place of form ation and 
sent out as needed. 
I have by no m eans exhausted 
the list of substances th at we know 
about which are stored Iii the liver 
and are necessary for health, and 
there m ust be m any m ore w aiting 
to be discovered. None of those 
known are destroyed by cooking. 
So teach your children to e at liver 
once a week.

*' daily capacity of 2,858,552 ton 
miles. 
The ultimate answer, of course, 
is bigger planes. The emergency 
is right now, however, and the 
army transport command under 
Maj. Gen. Harold George couldn’t 
wait for the big “dream planes 
on the drafting boards. 
Aeronautical

confidently of 200-ton and 
500- 
ton planes. It take* several years 
of patient experiment, however,

The biggest successfully test- 
flown to date are the army’s B-19,

This is the belief of R. C. Hurlbut, of the San Francisco Chamber 
of Commerce.

States should 
see fit to utilize lend-lease funds 
for the completion of the Pan 
American highway to Panama for 
the protection 
of

canal, the services of our army 
engineers for that purpose would 
be a guarantee of efficient work 
of that nature,” Hurlbut said. 
Utilizes Old Engineers 
'Engineers beyond the age lim­ 
it for combat fighting could be 
utilized to good advantage, espe­ 
cially those who have had con­ 
siderable 
experience 
in 
Latin 
America. U. S. army supervision 
has always meant that a dollar’s 
worth of work must be the cri­ 
terion for a dollar paid for that 
purpose. 
The Immense resources of the 
United States in funds, building 
mathriils and proper supervision 
on such a highway would amate 
the world in the length of time 
in which the work could be con­ 
summated.

Speed End Of War

LONDON—Veritable armies 
of 
scientists, technicians and Inven­ 
tors today are hard at work in 
hundreds of laboratories in Allied 
and Axis countries seeking a new 
“secret weapon” that will win the 
war. 
So highly developed have been 
scientific refinements of modern 
warfare that neither side sees any 
chance of a sudden and complete 
victory unless some weapon, here­ 
tofore not envisioned by the other 
side, can be developed and turned 
loose on the enemy. 
The last three years of war al­ 
ready have seen hundreds of “new 
weapons”, all designed to prove 
decisive in’ the struggle either in 
tbe air, the sea, or on the land 
But so far not one has caught 
the other side unaware, or ob­ 
tained a decisive victory. 
Latest surprise device is that 
which the Japanese are reported 
to be employing against Ameri­ 
can bombing formations in the 
area northwest of Australia. The 
weapon 
consists of a shrapnel 
bomb, carried by fighter aircraft, 
which is dropped into the flights 
of attacking bombers. 
Purpose Of Weapon 
Aim is to get the defending 
fighters above and ahead of the 
American bombers when they at­ 
tack Jap bases in New Guinea and 
New Britain. 
The fighters then swoop to with­ 
in a thousand feet of the bombers 
and release a “basket” of bombs 
which 
explode, 
theoretically, 
in 
the midst of the bombers throw­ 
ing shrapnel in every direction. 
So far, however, results have 
been negligible. 
There has not 
been a single report of any dam­ 
age to American bombers by such 
attack. Yank pilots describe the 
bomb as "very pretty—highly-col­ 
ored when it explodes—-but lo t 
much good ss sn attack weapon.” 
Which all means that yet an­ 
other "surprise weapon” b u failed 
to gain a decisive victory for the j 
Atis. 
"Actually,** a British air I 
Authority told me today, “the Jap 
device is not new at all.” 
“We know tbe Germans have 
been working on such a weapon 
for several months and you can 
be assured that British research 
laboratories have not ignored it j 
either. The whole truth is, though, 
that while 
the idea may 
look 
good on paper, throwing bombs 
from one 
plane at another is 
about tbe most ineffective meth-j 
od of aerial warfare that could be 
imagined.” 
Many Weapons Debunked 
British military authorities have 
spent a good deal of time during 
tbe last three years debunking 
supposedly 
secret 
“win-the-war" 
weapons. 
"Look at the much-ballyhooed 
magnetic mine." they say. “it’s 
true that we lost a few ships be­ 
fore we conquered that German 
trick. But the idea of an under­ 
water mine being drawn to a ship 
by magnetism was beaten by the 
simple expedient of de-r.agnetizing

Britons Want 2nd Front Now, 
Grow Critical Of WarConduct

PRINCETON, N. J - July* SI — Growing public dleaatlefaction in 
Britain with th* government’* conduct of the war, and a strong tide 
of sentiment for opening a second front are shown In the result* of 
latest survey* by th* British Institute of Public Opinion. 
In June, before the fall of Tobruk and before the Nasis started 
their he^vy drive in Russia, 87 per* 4> 
cent of all voters questioned by 
the 
British 
institute 
expressed 
themselves satisfied with the gov' 
eminent’# conduct of the war. 
Today the latest poll shows only 
41 percent satisfied. 
This change came simultaneous­ 
ly with a sharp drop in Prime 
Minister Churchill’s personal pop­ 
ularity. As reported last week, 
78 percent indicate approval of 
Churchill today as compared to 88 
percent In June. 
Commenting on the changed at­ 
titude, the London News Chronicle 
says editorially that deep-seated 
causes of “disquiet and dissatis­ 
faction” will remain until drastic 
“improvement* have been made in 
military, scientific 
and political 
direction and coordination of the 
war effort" It also lays some of 
the dissatisfaction to the failure 
to open a second front. 
60 Percent Want Risk 
With widespread mass meetings 
throughout England calling for a 
second front, the British Institute 
has conducted a scientific measure­ 
ment of the amount of second- 
front sentiment. 
The results indicate that while 
about one voter in every four is 
undecided, the majority in favor 
of risking a second 
front this 
year is substantial and has in­ 
creased Sharply since June. At that 
time 48 percent felt an invasion 


this summer would be worth the 
cost.

utation trebled by inclusion^ of 
neighboring boroughs, glass plants 
were active. Westinghouse built 
a bustnsss around th# air brake 
and electricity. 
Puddled iron gave way to steel 
with new manufacturing discov­ 
eries. perfection of th* Bessemer 


process, 
the us* of chemicals 
Andrew Carnegie, by this time, 
1875, sn outstanding figure in the 
industry, built the Edgar Thomp­ 
son works four years after the 
first steel rail was made at Cam­ 
bria (Johnstown). 
Fought For McKinley Tariff 
Congressman 
William 
McKin­ 
ley fought for a tariff that would 
protect 
the American workman 
against European steal producers, 
and 
Harry Oliver fought with 
him. Application of th* tariff In 
1891 brought expansion of tbs 
American tin plate Industry by 
leaps and bounds. In this, too, 
Oliver engaged himself. 
Achievement, rugged individual­ 
ism, 
meant 
something 
to 
the 
people of this generation. Thrift 
and 
entsrprlss 
wart considered 
worthy of reward. Men who dared 
their financial resources, strained 
their energies, used their imagina­ 
tion, spread the fruits of their 
production, were captains of In­ 
dustry. Building businesses, they 
created employment, made cities 
grow. 
And Henry W. Oliver, by now, 
was a captain of Industry. He 
foresaw th* advantages and the 
necessity for Integration of the
